THE GOOD AND THE HAD 
A short time ago a leading livestock newspaper, the 
Record Stockman of Denver, Colorado, entered its 6->tn 
year of publishing. In an editorial it said, “ Ihe past n> 
years have been wonderful including the good and the 
bad. Although we would like to have skipped over the 
drouths, the devastating blizzards, the economic depres­ 
sions that we have told about, (and suffered in our own 
particular business) . . . . perhaps life wouldn t have been 
so wonderful or so interesting if the presses had turned 
out only the news of smooth sailing. Perhaps we need a 
little of the bad, a few spots of dry sledding, to keep us 
on our toes.” 
It’s a sound bet that this represents the general at­ 
titude of the great industry for which the Record Stock­ 
man is a spokesman. By tradition, the livestock producers 
are a highly independent and self-reliant crew, and that 
tradition carries on today. They aren’t afraid to taker 
chances. They stand on their own feet. They take the 
good and the bad as it comes. They’ve known booms and 
they’ve known busts, and regard both as an inevitable 
part of their wav of life. And even in grave emergencies 
they have refused to run to government in search of 
subsidies and other such aids. 
In its editorial, the Record Stockman saw great prom­ 
ise in the future. There’s plenty of reason for that. Our 
population is soaring—and, on top of it, per capita meat 
consumption is much higher than it was a generation 
ago.

true—is a story. First cut ail it is 
the story of a life, the life of 
Jesus Christ. The earliest Chris­ 
tian preaching of which we have 
any record told the story of Jesus. 
The four Gospels which we now 
have in writing got started as ser­ 
mons. What we have before us 
in Matthew, Mark, Luke and John 
is 
what the 
earliest Christian 
preachers—who, by the way, were 
all what we call “laymen”—told 


people in market-places, in private 
homes or in synagogues, wher­ 
ever they could get a hearing— 
what they told about Jesus, who 
he was, what he did, what he said. 
Christian preaching that leaves out 
Uie story of Jesus is not really 
Christian. Preaching that concen­ 
trates on the death of Christ and 
says little about his life and teach- 
i ings is not New Testament preach­ 
ing. When the early church put the 
four Gospels—stories about Jesus 
—in the front of the New Testa­ 
ment, they knew what they were 
doing. What is in the front of the 
! New Testament ought not to be 
out of sight in the church. 
Story of a Death 
More space is used up, in our 
written Gospels, telling the story 
of Jesus’ last week, his trial and 
execution, than is used for any 
other week in his lifetime. 
Now 
that last week was to all appear­ 
ances a tragedy, coming swiftly to 
a shameful end. It is not a “nice” 
story. But the church told it, and 
still tells it. It was not at all nec­ 
essary to dwell on it, one might 
think. All men die; why not Jesus 
too? But the church was not con­ 
tent to say simply that Jesus died 
on such and such a day. There 
was much more to be said, and 
much of what we have in the 
Epistles of the New Testament is 
just more “preaching” only this 
time not simply telling the story 
but explaining what it means. The 
four gospels all say that Jesus 
died. 
The epistles say, He died 
for our sins. The gospels tell us 
about a cross; the rest of the New 
Testament tells why that cross 
had to be. 
The cross marks the 
peak of the wickedness of the 
world. But it also marks the out­ 
pouring of the love of God. Noth­ 
ing else that has ever happened, 
has expressed the love of God so 
eloquently as the Cross has done. 
To Every Creature 
A right church is never like a 
club. A club has nothing to say to 
people on the outside. Its mem­ 
bers talk to one another, inside 
the club. But a church has some- ; 
thing to say, a story to tell, a 
story to explain. It is the most 
important story in the world. You 
can believe other stories or not 
and it may make very little differ­ 
ence. But whether or not you be­ 
lieve the story the church has to J 
tell, makes all the difference in 
the world with you, the difference 
between life and death. So ihe 
church has set out to tell this story 
of God to every creature in the 
world. So long as there is still one 
soul who has not heard it, or does 
not believe it. the work of the 
church is not yet done.
